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Calling Judge Judy! 


Facing government corruption, Thomas M. Goethals couldn’t muster the courage of a TV judge

W e don’t have to guess about 
whether Orange County 
law-enforcement officials 
violated ethical obligations 
in major felony cases and, with hopes of 
covering up those failures, lied under oath 
or became infected with sudden, conve¬ 
nient memory losses when their rear ends 
plopped down on 
the witness stand. 

We know brazen 
cheating happened, 
partly because, 
since March, Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge 
Thomas M. Goeth¬ 
als ordered dozens 
of hours of testi¬ 
mony by sheriff’s 
deputies, police 
officers and pros¬ 
ecutors. He also 
acknowledged the ugly truth in an Aug. 4 
ruling that ended special evidentiary hear¬ 
ings. “Many of the witnesses who testified 
during the course of this hearing were 
credibility-challenged,” Goethals wrote 
in his 12-page opinion tied to the ongoing 
People v. Scott Dekraai, the 2011 Seal Beach 
salon shooter. “Others undoubtedly lied.” 

With those two simple but alarming 
sentences, the judge did what has proved 
so difficult—almost impossible, really—for 
so many members of Orange County’s 
judiciary. He acknowledged law-enforce¬ 
ment corruption, a fitting term given the 
implications of powerful government 
agents betraying oaths to tell the truth. He 
also declared that the “serious” miscon¬ 
duct “merits a significant sanction.” 

Goethals had set the stage for a historic 
ruling to confront bad actors living well 
at the public trough, robbing taxpayers of 
honest services and believing they could 
repeatedly lie in open court without con¬ 
sequential, career-damagingrebuke. If 
government officials can say anything that 
suits their fancy in pursuit of winning crim¬ 
inal convictions, our court system is a sham 
or, as Goethals calls it, “a house of cards.” 
Surely, a judge—who has no greater task 
than to protect the integrity of the criminal- 
justice system—would at least put Judge 
Judy-style fear into law-enforcement liars. 

But, incredibly, Goethals wasn’t up to 
even TV judge standards. Judge Judy 
famously barked, “Don’t pee on my leg 
and tell me it’s raining.” Judge Tommy 
might as well amend the declaration to 
“Go ahead, officer, pee on my leg, assure 
me under oath it’s raining and watch me 
let you get away with it.” 

Move over, Conan the Barbarian. Goeth¬ 
als is now the executive producer of one 
of the biggest flops in Southern Califor¬ 


nia legal history. Given the opportunity 
to send an unmistakable signal that lies 
won’t be tolerated from police and pros¬ 
ecutors, he did nothing. 

Well, that’s not exactly right. He pre¬ 
tended to do something. Assistant Public 
Defender Scott Sanders, Dekraai’s legal 
counsel, argued the appropriate penalty 
for the government’s misconduct was 
to recuse the Orange County district 
attorney’s office (OCDA) from the case 
in exchange for the California Attorney 
General’s office and to ban the death pen¬ 
alty as an option in favor of a 400-year- 
plus sentence without the possibility for 
parole. The request wasn’t unreasonable. 
The special evidentiary hearings did 
nothing but bolster Sanders’ claims that 
prosecutors systematically hid exculpa¬ 
tory evidence and operated an illegal 
jailhouse-informant program, points 
originally hailed by OCDA officials as a 
conspiratorial nut fantasy. 

Instead of rendering meaningful pun¬ 
ishment, however, Goethals chickened 
out. He banned OCDA from using illegally 
obtained, surreptitiously recorded state¬ 
ments against Dekraai during upcoming 
death-penalty hearings, a sanction better 
described as a tender caress than a wrist 
slap. Why? Because 104 days earlier, OCDA 
officials conceded on the record they would 
not try to introduce those statements. 

In response, Sanders was diplomatic, 
calling the ruling “disappointing.” Others 
in the defense community described them¬ 
selves as angry. Some of my readers unsur¬ 
prisingly told me the ruling disgusted them. 

The outrage-empty ruling contains 
additional, unforced errors. Though 
Goethals declared that cops and pros¬ 


ecutors lied or robbed him of complete 
answers by feigning memory losses, he 
protected the offenders by not naming the 
liars or identifying their lies in his ruling. 
The lack of specificity has consequences. 

For example, Goethals’ opinion also 
slammed “former prosecutors” for lying 
during the hearings. Intended or not, that 
identification includes Judge Terri Flynn- 
Peister. OCDA and OCSD fibbers—when 
their memories fell suspiciously in place 
as scapegoats were needed to divert Sand¬ 
ers-asserted Flynn-Peister was the person 
who ordered evidence hidden while she 
served as an assistant United States attor¬ 
ney in Santa Ana and helped run a joint 
federal/state organized-crime task force. 

But Goethals also chose to give OCDA, his 
former employer, the benefit of the doubt as 
much as possible by ignoring reality. 

Two-faced Mexican Mafia hoodlum 
Fernando Perez, a prized, veteran jailhouse 
informant placed next to Dekraai’s cell to 
learn defense trial strategies? A coincidence. 

Potential exculpatory evidence— 17,000 
pages !—not turned over to Sanders for 
years? Accidental failures, despite pros¬ 
ecutors acknowledging in writing their 
discovery games were intentional based 
on a belief the defense had no damn busi¬ 
ness seeing the information. 

Falsified law-enforcement declarations 
and dubious oral arguments? Not inten¬ 
tional moves to mask cheating, but rather, 
according to the judge, “the product of 
woefully inadequate legal training, along 
with a lack of professional energy and 
strategic imagination.” 

See? Prosecutors stumbled absent- 
mindedly into unethical moves that in 
all instances just happened to aid their 


pursuit of putting Dekraai on Death Row. 
What tremendous luck. 

No worries, though. Goethals is willing 
to hurl these words at OCDA: “The events 
associated with the current hearing do 
not constitute the district attorney’s fin¬ 
est hour. Nonetheless, after an exhaustive 
evaluation of the totality of this record, the 
court finds that the district attorney’s well- 
documented failures in this case, although 
disappointing, even disheartening to any 
interested member of this community, 
were negligent rather than malicious.” 

You understand, right? Law-enforce¬ 
ment officials repeatedly told lies, but those 
lies weren’t uttered to be “deliberately 
harmful”—the short definition of malicious. 
Goethals would have us believe the dishon¬ 
esty was mistakenly harmful to defendants. 

Over the years, I’ve witnessed police and 
deputies commit perjury on the witness 
stand and get caught by on-the-ball defense 
lawyers, only to watch judges and prosecu¬ 
tors look the other way. Last year, a deputy 
DA told me he regretted outing a female 
cop for fabricating a police report because 
her department and his own colleagues 
harassed him for not being a team player. 
That would be Team Us, not Team Justice. 

Orange County has plenty of outstanding 
law-enforcement officials, but tolerance of 
government deceit tells you what you need 
to know about flimsy ethical standards 
too often in effect here. There was a point 
during the evidentiary hearings when it 
seemed as if Goethals might help usher in a 
new era of accountability. It’s obvious now 
he doesn’t have the courage to be anything 
but one of the good old boys who winks 
every time a cop enters his courtroom.

LONG DISMISSED AS A CONCRETE 
CHANNEL, THE SANTA ANA RIVER 
IS READY FOR ITS RENAISSANCE

Eventually ; all things merge into one, and 
a river runs through it. The river was 
cut by the world’s great flood and runs 
over rocks from the basement of time. On 
some of the rocks are timeless raindrops. 
Under the rocks are the words, and some 
of the words are theirs. 

I am haunted by waters.

H er approximately 110-mile 
journey begins in the 
shadow of 11,305-foot Old 
Greyback: San Gorgonio 
Mountain, the highest peak in Southern 
California. Nourished by melting snow 
and dozens of tributaries, the Santa Ana 
River drains at the Pacific Ocean, mean¬ 
dering past about 3,200 square miles of 
San Bernardino, Riverside and Orange 
counties, which are populated by some 
5 million people. Flowing, trickling, 
disappearing, yet always there, even if 
she seems bone-dry in places or little 
more than a concrete gulch. 

In her upper reaches, as with the rest 
of her course, the Santa Ana is no wild, 
rushing torrent. Hiking toward her 
headwaters (she doesn’t have just one: 
five creeks feed her, meeting at South 


Fork Campground on Highway 38 in 
the San Bernardino National Forest; in 
the summer, she is barely wider than 
Shaquille O’Neal’s shoe), you’ll pass 
through gorgeous meadows and thick 
pine, incense cedar and oak forests. You 
won’t see the river again if you drive 
down the mountain unless 
you take Glass Road to 
Seven Oaks Road, 
which turns into 
dirt a few miles 
west of 7 Oaks 
Mountain Cab¬ 
ins. But along 
the way, you 
see campers 
along her 
banks, hik¬ 
ers trekking 
her trail, bikers 
navigating her 2 8-mile 
world-class single track, 
and anglers casting for rain¬ 
bow trout and more elusive 
brown trout. 

Yet it’s not until she has tum¬ 
bled some 20 miles and dropped 
4,000 feet that what the Spaniards 
first called Rio de los Temblores (River 
of Earthquakes) first encounters the 



one force she both sustains and threat¬ 
ens—and which has tried so hard for so 
long to harness her: human civilization. 
For here stands a 116-year-old power 
plant that diverts most of her water 
into electricity and Seven Oaks Dam, a 
massive slab of concrete seemingly 
wedged between two arid 
foothills just east of the 
city of Highland. And 
not for the last time, 
i the river stops. 
But her story 
| does not end.

O range County wouldn’t be 
Orange County without the 
Santa Ana River. Its plenti¬ 
ful water, game and vegeta¬ 
tion enticed our first human inhabit¬ 
ants, the Gabrielenos, to establish 
villages thousands of years ago in pres¬ 
ent-day Fairview Park in Costa Mesa 
and along Santiago Creek. It nourished 
the first European expeditions that 
crossed California, which planted the 
seeds for settlement by Spanish and 
Mexican rancheros—and the mission 
system that interned California’s native 
tribes. It’s why a group of German 
immigrants in San Francisco moved 
south in 1857 to grow grapes along its 
banks, eventually naming their home 
near the river Anaheim. It’s why King 
Citrus flourished, its orange groves 
providing the economic clout to break 
from Los Angeles County.

The Saint Anne is the major reason 
behind the settlement, urbanization, sub¬ 
urbanization, overdevelopment and sprawl 
of Orange County. It created Balboa Island. 
Hell, it even helped the United States 
win a war. Kind of. According to Patrick 
Mitchell’s indispensable The Santa Ana 
River Guide, flooding in 1847 kept Mexican 
troops from advancing on American rebels, 
allowing them to regroup in Los Angeles. 

Yet, when asked what they think of the 
Santa Ana, most OC residents would prob¬ 
ably respond, “What river?” 

It’s something to cross, to idle by in 
rush-hour traffic. Just an unsightly ditch. 
We can’t swim, jet ski, parasail, motor- 
boat or fish in the actual river, and no one 
flashes their titties near it during spring 
break, so it’s not a real river, right? 

A myriad of organizations disagree. 
There are groups devoted to finishing 80 
miles of paved biking and walking trails 
that, by 2017, will connect the mountains 
to the sea. Or dedicated to yanking inva¬ 
sive weeds from the riverbed or creating 
awareness through education. Or the one 
led by 88-year-old Doris Gale of Riverside, 
who has fought for 30 years to keep homes 
out of an environmentally sensitive area. 

“For 40 years, if not 100 years, people 
have turned away from this river,” says Steve 
Mitchell, who works with the UC Riverside 
Friends of the Santa Ana River. “But it has 
such amazing potential, recreationally, bio¬ 
logically and ecologically. And if the Rhine 
River, which was once called the sewer of 
Europe, was restored by more than a dozen 
countries, why can’t three counties work 
together to restore the Santa Ana?” 

Even in Orange County, where it’s as 
dry as a nunnery most of the time and ugly 
all the time for the last half of its 34 miles, 
groups are working to spread awareness. 

“People just don’t realize if s a real river,” 
says Ray Hiemstre, associate director of 
programs for Orange County Coastkeeper. 
‘We’ve been told if s just a flood-control 
channel, that the water is polluted. And 
what they do see from the freeway doesn’t 
look good. But what they don’t realize is 
that 85 percent of the river, even in Orange 
County, is soft-bottom and much more natu¬ 
ral than the LA River and other urban rivers. 

“There is an urban-river renaissance 
going on in this country,” Hiemstre con¬ 
cludes, “and I think it’s the Santa Ana’s 
time to come back.”

he stretch of the river from 
Seven Oaks Dam to Riverside 
is strangled and barren. Boul¬ 
ders. The occasional clumps of 
sad trees. Tagging. A far cry from a photo 
owned by David Myers, executive director 
of the Oak Glen-based Wildlands Conser¬ 
vancy, one of the largest private stewards 
of natural preserves in the state. 


“It’s a picture of a kid who played hooky 
from school in 1930, and he’s sitting along 
these rocks in the river in Colton, where 
he has about 20 steelhead salmon that 
are 30 inches long,” Myers says. “Ideally, 
that’s what we’d like to see some parts of 
the river come back to.” 

Water trickles during wet months, 
after it’s slowly released from Seven Oaks 
Dam, but not until the river nears the 60 
freeway does it re-energize, thanks, in dry 
months, to treated wastewater from plants 
in San Bernardino County. 

Bike or hike by, and you’ll see families pic¬ 
nicking on its banks or wading in its water. 
(Yes, most of it is treated wastewater, but 
it meets recreational water standards. You 
don’t want to chug it, but if s safe for human 
contact. That said, avoid it after it rains; 
beaches are closed after storms because of 
urban run-off rushing down the river.) 

It winds through areas including Mar¬ 
tha McLean Park, named in honor of the 
Riverside woman who led a fight in the 
1960s to prevent channelization. After 
leaving Riverside’s city limits, it turns into 
genuine wilderness, in places such as Hid¬ 
den Valley Nature Center and Wilderness 
Preserve. A lush riparian woodland teem¬ 
ing with willows, sycamores and alders, its 
wetlands and bluffs are home to dozens 
of species of birds, coyotes, deer, bobcats 
and even the occasional feral pig and 
mountain lion. It then crosses over the 73 
freeway, where the river hits its second 
man-made obstacle: Prado Dam. 

Floods and rivers are part of nature, and 
the Santa Ana is no different. According 
to Mitchell’s The Santa Ana River Guide, 
a catastrophic flood in 1862 followed by 
a two-year drought led ranches to switch 
from cattle grazing to planting row crops; 


it finished off Californio culture for good. 
In 1938, another deluge: a 6- to 8-foot 
wall of water rushed through Santa Ana 
Canyon, killing dozens and causing $12 
million in damage. You could Huck Finn a 
raft from Anaheim to Huntington Beach. 

The federal government took four years 
to build Prado Dam. The earthen struc¬ 
ture, which makes more sense than con¬ 
crete in Earthquake Country, didn’t end 
the threat of a major flood, but it greatly 
minimized the risk. However, after major 
flooding occurred in Orange County again 
in 1969, the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
tagged it the greatest flood threat in the 
Western United States, estimating 100,000 
acres in Orange County could be flooded 
by 2 to 4 feet of water, with a potential loss 
of 3,000 lives and $15 billion in property 
damage. Disneyland could be flooded! 

In 1987, the Santa Ana Mainstem Proj¬ 
ect began. Prado Dam and its spillway 
were raised, Seven Oaks Dam was built, 
and the river was channelized, includ¬ 
ing laying concrete on the bottom of the 
riverbed from the city of Santa Ana to just 
south of the 405. The reason? Water takes 
the path of least resistance, and a chan¬ 
nel acts as a giant funnel, preventing the 
river from overflowing its banks. So far, 
the project has cost more than $2 billion. 
Once the final reach is done, shoring up 
dikes and the riverbank from Weir Can¬ 
yon to the Prado Dam, the Corps believes 
it will be ready to, if not fully protect, at 
least reduce the damage from even the 
“mother of all storms,” Mainstem Project 
manager Thomas Bucklew says. 

Had Prado been built in 1938, he con¬ 
tinues, water would have filled the Prado 
storage basin to about 50 percent. The 
existing dam would have released the

water at 100,000 cubic feet per second, 
meaning “almost all the damage in Orange 
County would have been prevented.” 

While important for flood mitigation, 
Prado Dam neuters most of the river 
south of it, every drop passing through its 
outlet works. Yet, the most serene stretch 
of the river lies above: Prado Basin, with 
thousands of acres of willows and other 
trees. Duck-shooting ponds and a regional 
park lie at its north end, but the basin 
itself is too environmentally sensitive— 
from its endangered species to the wet¬ 
lands constructed by the Orange County 
Water District (OCWD) to filter nitrogen 
from the water—for public access. 

“The middle of the basin, the deep¬ 
est part, can be a scary place if you don’t 
know where you are,” says Dick Zembal, 
natural-resources director for the OCWD. 

And it’s anyone’s guess what might be 
living here. Zembal has heard of a 6-foot 
caiman spotted by a dam employee. 

“There is all kind of speculation about 
what might be out there,” he says.

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to your right, the wet stuff becomes 
obscured by towering trees. But if you 
venture a few hundred yards from an 
interpretive display at Coal Canyon, you’ll 
encounter bluffs where the river silently 
streams by some 40 feet below. 

The trail winds through Featherly 
Regional Park (you can camp by the river at 
Canyon RV Park if you have an RV, or rent a 
cabin for $75), but after you cross the Gyip- 
sum Canyon Road bridge, the river again 
slips from view, obscured by vegetation. 

At Weir Canyon, deep in Anaheim 
Hills, the trees suddenly stop and the 
most scenic part of the river in OC proper 
begins. It’s shallow, and you see signs 
everywhere of ongoing water-capturing 
projects, but it’s a paradise for bird-lovers. 
More than 100 species can be spotted, 
from stoic white egrets and regal blue 
herons to cormorants, white pelicans, 
Canadian geese and ducks. 

This placid stretch, which sits right 
next to the 91, runs about five miles. 

The bike path cuts back to the south 
bank at Imperial Highway before com¬ 
ing to Riverdale Park in Anaheim and 
Lakeview Avenue, where the river stops 
for the third time and becomes its most 
critical—for humans. 

At Lakeview, water is diverted into 
the fish-stocked Santa Ana River 
Lakes, but most winds up in 24 charg¬ 
ing ponds ranging in size from 3 to 150 
acres. It percolates through layers of 
sand and gravel, which act as scrubbing 
agents, before finally being pumped 
into wells from which cities in North 
and Central county further treat it 
before it’s distributed to homes and 
businesses by the OCWD. 

Call it a ’roided-up water-farmer, a 
gargantuan beaver or the overseer of the 
largest managed outdoor toilet in the U.S., 
but you can’t argue with the OCWD’s suc¬ 
cess. Since its founding in 1932, sparked 
by diminishing groundwater in the county 
from farmers overpumping, the agency 
has managed Orange County’s groundwa¬ 
ter—something that most of the rest of the

state still fails to do. 

Treated wastewater is a critical 
part of its mission, and its bounty 
rests in a massive underground reser¬ 
voir below the river, from Lakeview 
to Ball Road. It can store 500,000 
acre-feet, enough to supply all of 
OCWD’s clients for a year, according 
to recharge planning manager Adam 
Hutchinson. Treated wastewater 
from upriver and from the Orange 
County Sanitation District’s state- 
of-the-art plant in Fountain Valley 
accounts for 60 percent to 70 per¬ 
cent. The rest is imported from the 
Colorado River or Northern Califor¬ 
nia. That water is far more expensive 
($1,000 per acre-foot, compared to 


$450 from Fountain Valley and $20 
for base flow), so if you think your 
water rates are high now, just imag¬ 
ine if that aquifer weren’t there. 

But while Orange County has been 
blessed with a source of (somewhat 
altered) cheap water throughout its his¬ 
tory and a water district that manages it 
efficiently, trouble looms on the horizon. 

“The reservoir is currently at 350,000 
acre-feet less than full,” Hutchinson says. 
“We are still in our target range, but with 
the probability of an El Nino fizzling out, 
we are going to be taking a hard look at 
how much groundwater we allow to be 
pumped out of the basin in the coming 
months, as no one knows how long this 
drought situation may persist.” 


“Where land divides us, water unites us”

rom Lakeview to the mouth of 
the Pacific Ocean, there isn’t 
much to see in the actual Santa 
Ana riverbed. It’s the most 
heavily engineered part of the river—and 
the one most of us see and take for granted. 

Yet success stories exist even here. 
Between Lincoln Avenue and Ball Road, 
just east of the 57 freeway, lies Anaheim 
Coves, a 125-acre groundwater percolation 
reservoir fenced off from the public. Here, 
the city of Anaheim has installed a 1.5-mile

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without the late fees. First For Transfers. 
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paved trail with interpretative panels, 
native landscaping and observation areas 
of hundreds of nesting seabirds. Just south 
of the Orange Crush is Riverview Golf 
Course, where soil was removed, levees 
shored, then the soil returned, creating 
a piece of land that resembles a natural 
part of the riverway, complete with frogs 
and shore birds. Here is where Santiago 
Creek, which drains more than 100 miles 
of the Santa Ana Mountains, meets the 
riverbed inside the golf course after having 
passed through 34 miles of eastern Orange 
County, from the Cleveland National For¬ 
est to Irvine Regional Park to Santa Ana’s 
ritzy Floral Park neighborhood. It’s the 
river’s largest tributary in Orange County. 

The Santiago Park Nature Preserve 
in Santa Ana documents the river’s his¬ 
tory. Many yearn to preserve more of 
what is natural and to restore what has 
been wiped away: steelhead salmon again 
roaming the upper river, kayaks drifting 
through Featherly Park. Native habitat in 
areas entombed in concrete. Joel Robin¬ 
son, a co-founder of Naturalist for You, a 
nonprofit geared toward connecting peo¬ 
ple with local wilderness, likens the con¬ 
cept to bringing “sexy back to the river.” 

“There are all these opportunities to 
restore the river, even if it’s just ripping 
out a piece of concrete and putting a 
waterfall there, something to help connect 
people with it, to create more awareness,” 
he says. “Rivers are usually the center- 
pieces of communities, but here, it seems 
the river has never been the central focus. 
It’s almost like we’re meant to keep away 
from it. But it has such potential.” 

But restoring it would also take money. 
Lots of it. 

State Senator Lou Correa (D-Santa 
Ana) has tried for more than a decade to 
establish a Santa Ana River Conservancy. 
It would be a mechanism, Correa told 
a group at UC Riverside in July, to help 
secure funding for ongoing efforts, as 
well as to spur more. He pointed to the 
U.S. Army Corps approval in May of a 
$1 billion proposal to restore habitat and

improve recreational access along an 
11-mile stretch of the Los Angeles River. 

“Right now, nothing like this exists 
for the Santa Ana River, and if this thing 
doesn’t get done by the time this session 
convenes [in September], it will never get 
done,” says Correa, who leaves office in 
December because of term limits. Earlier 
versions of the bill met resistance from the 
Orange County Transportation Corridor 
Agencies, which has discussed extending 
the 57 above the river to the 405, as well 
as people who just feared another layer 
of bureaucracy (dozens of local, state and 
federal agencies have some say about what 
happens in and around the riverbed). 

Correa, who calls this the most con¬ 
servative conservancy imaginable, one 
that can’t levy taxes or use eminent 
domain, has folded it this time within the 
California Coastal Conservancy, a group 
that earns high marks for working with 
smaller organizations to help secure funds 
for environmental issues. 

“This would bring a lot of prestige and 
recognition to the river,” says the Wildlands 
Conservancy’s Myers. “It would be like a 
vessel, and if a vessel is there, money will 
get poured into it. That would energize all 
the existing efforts to restore habitat and 
increase recreational access along the whole 
river—and really serve as a passport to bring 
nature into the lives of urban people, many 
of whom have very little around them.” 

But regardless of how badly some people 
want to see as much of the river restored as 
possible, there’s one thing to keep in mind. 

“Hey, if you can figure out how to 
return a flood plain in the middle of 
urbanized Southern California back to its 
natural state, all the more power to you,” 
says the OCWD’s Zembal. “People forget 
what actually happens in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia when it rains, and as unfortunate as 
it is to have a river like this channelized, 
there are major portions of it that run 
by lots of people, and without a channel, 
those people are threatened.” 

That channel blooms in full from south 
of the Riverview Golf Course to the 405, 
a concrete trapezoidal stretch of gray. 
Homes, sporting arenas, factories and retail 
centers line the banks. And there’s little to

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entice attention as you pass by on the river 
trail toward the ocean. Homeless encamp¬ 
ments under its bridges. Hundreds of off- 
white splotches covering up tagging and 
graffiti through Anaheim and Santa Ana. 

The Greenville-Banning Channel, a 
run-off ditch, runs alongside the east side 
of the river south of the 405, and while 
it looks gross, it feeds 6 wetland acres at 
Fairview Park, a 208-acre piece of open 
space in Costa Mesa. This part of the river 
also runs past 200-acre Talbert Regional 
Park. (Tip to bikers and runners: At Fair- 
view Park, there’s a wooden bridge that 
leads to the west bank, but keep going 
straight. It’s quieter, less smelly and leads 
past 92 acres of restored coastal wetlands, 
the Santa Ana River Marsh, where aban¬ 
doned oil derricks still sit.) 

Your reward for making it to the end 
of the trail is Huntington State Beach. 
Surfers and swimmers cavort in the 
water; people lay out on the beach or dig 
for clams in the river’s mouth. But even 
here, the river’s complexity manifests. 
Fresh water constantly has to be injected 
beneath the Santa Ana’s mouth at this 
point to keep saltwater from intruding 
into the water table, which would make 
water in wells in Fountain Valley and 
other areas too brackish to drink, a major 
reason why the OCWD was established in 
the first place. A big chunk of the beach is 


fenced off for the endangered California 
least tern for breeding and nesting. 

Even as the Santa Ana finally embraces 
the Pacific, her story isn’t over. As the 
OCWD’s Huchinson says, “There is no 
such thing as new water.” Freshwater 
mixes with saltwater and drifts into the 
sea. Clouds form thousands of miles away, 
returning to unload their rain across 
Southern California. The water trickles 
down the mountains, aligning with other 
streams, gathering strength as it rolls along. 
And the Santa Ana River is born anew. 

In a bed , in a bed

A middle-aged man stands near 
the river at Green River Golf 
Course and remembers back 
to 40 years ago, when he was 
a barefoot kid roaming the Santa Ana riv¬ 
erbed about 20 miles upstream in Pedley. 
Scorching summer days when he chased 
snakes, discovered secret swimming 
holes, hacked through a forest of bamboo- 
like arundo, built forts and unfurled his 
imagination in a world far removed from 
air conditioning and TV. 

That kid grew up and moved away. For 
decades, he not only took the river for 
granted, but he also plain forgot it. 

But as he stands there now, after a 
month of revisiting the river in body and 


mind, memories spark, unbidden. He 
remembers friends who have scattered 
with the winds, adventures never immor¬ 
talized, parents and older siblings who 
have passed on. 

And as he stands there, contemplating 
roads taken and not taken, he realizes that 
this road, his first road, is still there, still 
flowing. And he realizes he has fallen in 
love with that river all over again. Not for 
what it was. Not for what it could be. But 
for what it is. Now. 

No, the Santa Ana River will never be 
a Kern, Columbia, Colorado or Missis¬ 
sippi river. It does not thunder from vast 
mountain gorges. Huge barges do not float 


down its expanse. It is neither mighty nor 
majestic. But it is a real river. A river that 
still lives and is ours. 

And what we decide—or don’t decide— 
to do with it, may define us in more ways 
than we think. 

“This river is an experiment,” says the 
Wildlands Conservancy’s Myers. “And, 
really, since it’s our drinking water, where 
we go for our solitude and our inspiration, 
the experiment is really working upon our¬ 
selves. The river is really asking who we are 
and what is our relationship with it and with 
nature. And we all need to ask ourselves, 
What does the river mean to us?”’

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They Fly Above 

Despite a few bugs, the Social List on Long Beach’s Retro Row is just lovely

H ave you been to Long Beach’s 
so-called Retro Row, a strip of 
Fourth Street between Juni- 
pero and Cherry avenues? It’s 
home to vintage-clothing shops, a handful of 
hip restaurants and the Art Theatre, which 
is currently playing Richard Linklater’s 
art-house favorite Boyhood. If you hap¬ 
pen to drive through this portion of town, 
it will be as though the black-and-white 
movie you’re watching suddenly switches 
to Technicolor. Retro Row’s buildings are 
splashed with bright paints and clashing 
hues usually reserved for Oz. It reminds 
me of the mid-’90s in Miami’s South Beach 
when the LGBT community moved in and 
slowly pushed a downtrodden neighbor¬ 
hood toward the cusp of gentrification and 
skyrocketing property values. But on a recent 
weekend, I went to Retro Row to eat at the 
Social List, its newest eatery. I didn’t see as 
many fashionable people as I did flies—lots 
of flies. 

Believe me, I’d rather not talk about these 
insects. I’d much rather tell you about the 
vaguely European menu that siblings Luis 
Navarro Jr. and Erica Norton, who also 
own Lola’s across the street, are serving in 
this charming slip of a restaurant that has 
communist propaganda posters all over the 
walls (Get it? “Social List”?). But on that hot, 
humid day, about half a dozen uninvited 
pests dotted the room, flying orbits around 
our heads and our food like annoying, 
black-winged sputniks. At the far end of the 
restaurant, I saw a father waving his arms in 
such increasingly desperate attempts to shoo 
them away that he eventually made a joke 
out of it, first Vogueing, then doing the robot 
to the delight of his wife and kids. The flies 
were distracting enough to cause two crisply 
dressed Asian women to temporarily stop 
texting and actually talk to each other, prob¬ 
ably about the flies. 

The bugs weren’t the Social List’s fault. 

So for the rest of afternoon, we made the 
best of it. The food is really good, especially 
the patatas bravas, the classic Spanish fried- 
potato appetizer this restaurant serves as 
though a meal. It’s easily the Social List’s 
best item, with the deep-fried cubes slightly 
crisp on the outside, fluffy on the inside. We 
quickly finished the whole bowl, drizzled 
with zigzag stripes of garlic aioli and a spicy 
sauce I suspect started with Sriracha. It was 
partly to deny the flies, but also because it’s 
the kind of dish we couldn’t stop eating. 

There were other Spanish touches, 
including two-bite footballs called croquetas 
de jamon, deep-fried dumplings with a soft, 
pasty filling of chicken meat and ham. One of 
the more substantial share plates was a bowl 
of green-lip mussels in a white-wine cream 
sauce and sliced banana peppers that’s so 


chowder-like it’s really not that easy to share. 
But we did anyway, licking the sauce from 
our fingers and wishing there were more of 
the toasted bread to dunk into the bowl. 

The Social List’s dish of tortitas de gar- 
banzo y camaron is one I’ve never had 
before. In what resembles a latke, shrimp 
and scallions are suspended in a batter made 
of garbanzo-bean flour, then shaped into 
fritters the size of silver-dollar pancakes. 

The menu suggested squeezing a lemon over 
them, but the puddle of Sriracha the kitchen 
smeared on the plate was even better. 

What ultimately set the Social List apart 
were its toasts. They are larger, more sub¬ 
stantial versions of Basque pinxtos, in which 
any number of things is set atop toasted 
bread. The best might just be the one with 
chicken liver pate, tangier and more delecta¬ 
ble than anything having to do with chicken 
liver has any business being. Then there’s 
the green-peas-and-mint toast that left my 
breath fresher than it was before I ate it. The 
“Better Than your Mama’s Meatballs” was 
the most substantial on the list; the meatballs 


were served in a separate cast-iron pan and 
far outlasted the toasts they came with. The 
weakest toast was the one with mushrooms, 
which at one point made me ask my date, 
“Did we just pay $7 for bread with sauteed 
mushrooms on it?” 

The next week, I went back, sat down 
and immediately scanned the room for flies 
as though I were a shell-shocked Londoner 
on the lookout for German warplanes. 
There weren’t any. The doors were shut, 
and the air conditioner was on full blast. 
Perfect. I can finally try those sausage sand¬ 
wiches I didn’t have room for last week. 
Then a customer who decided the weather 
was too nice propped the door wide open 
... and the flies returned. May I suggest a 
Venus flytrap?

W hen you finally visit Mamounia, do 
not under any circumstances go 
alone. Everyone will give you a quizzical 
look if you do. You'll be the uncomfortable 
center of attention from the moment you 
get out of your car (in an enclosed park¬ 
ing lot facing the front of the restaurant). 
And when you enter the dark place, you'll 
discover all the seating is either couches, 
pillows or tables for four. Even the men 
who run the restaurant will gawk, thinking 
you're a salesperson or a tourist lost on the 
wayto Disneyland. 

Moroccan cuisine is probably the most 
communal available in Orange County, one 
always presented with much pomp and in 
family-sized portions. Mamounia is no dif¬ 
ferent, and the restaurant is mostly set up 
for nighttime, when the disco-ball lighting 
and Moroccan techno music finally makes 
sense, and the hookahs come up, creating 
a haze and allure out of Casablanca. But 
rather than offer only exotic gimmickry, 
Mamounia is a rarity: a Moroccan place for 
Moroccans, where OC's sizable community 
can relax and order their homeland favor¬ 
ites a la carte and belly-dancing isn't some 
artifact, but rather living, jiggling culture. 

The menu seems to have been pulled 
back recently—the multicourse dinners that 
were available most of this year have disap¬ 
peared in favor of entrees and appetizers. 
But, oh, those flavors: cumin and sugar and 
untold others, slow-cooked so everything 
melds into one soft, spectacular meal. The 
chicken tagine is so tender that just placing 
a slice of khobz (Moroccan flatbread, similar 
to pita but twice as thick and heartier) on the 
hen without pinching it results in full chunks 
coming off. Couscous becomes revelatory 
instead of a foodie heresy; the bastilla, that 
strange sweet-savory meal of chicken and 
powdered sugar, is pancake-sized, yet 
packs enough heft to serve as a full meal. 

And if you do show up late? The owners 
will take special care to explain the menu, 
to suggest meals and to check up on you 
for refills. And when they ask if you want 
more sugar in the mint tea, politely decline: 
The stuff is already sweet enough to 
induce a Peter Max-worthy trip-out—halal 
version, of course.

W e like individuals with a 
vision, people who are 
business-sawy and pro¬ 
vide exemplary service. 
Among the county’s visionaries are Casa 
owner Roland Barrera and bartender 
Joey Oehrlein. 

OC WEEKLY; Describe Casa: 

ROLAND BARRERA: It’s a 1940s French- 
and Spanish-inspired classic cocktail 
lounge that was designed to make you 
feel as though you were just transported 
to your great-grandfather’s local lounge 
somewhere in France or New York. 

What do you keep the capacity at? 
BARRERA: Ideally, we would love to keep 
it around 45, max. We offer live music, and 
some artists have larger draws than others. 
In most cases, we’d like to accommodate 
these guests as much as we can without 
compromising the room’s intimate vibe. 
Favorite places to eat/drink: 

JOEY OEHRLEIN: Opposite of the cock¬ 
tails I make at the bar, I like to drink very 
simple, beer and whisky—neat. So I don’t 
really discriminate my watering holes. As 
far as eating goes, I like San Shi Go sushi 
and Bistango. It’s where my wife and I 
had our first date. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

OEHRLEIN: I would have to say fresh juice. 
There is absolutely no substitute, and it 
really brings cocktails to the next level. I just 
can’t and won’t purchase it [from a store]. 
Tell us about your most popular cocktail. 
OEHRLEIN: I like to mix things up and 
keep it fresh, so the popularity of cock¬ 
tails changes frequently. Right now, for an 
original cocktail, I would say the Sunburn. 
An aloe vera liqueur called Chareau hit 
the market, and I was challenged to make 
something around it. It has tequila, Cha-

reau, lime juice, green bell peppers and fire¬ 
water habanero bitters. The name fits the 
flavor profile perfectly—as if you actually 
had a sunburn and were trying to soothe it. 
How do you decide on the vibe? 

BARRERA: The cocktails decide the vibe, 
mostly. What would you be listening to if 
you were sipping a Sazerac, Manahattan 
or Gin Fizz? Not to mention that my father 
was an integral part of the idea. He fronted 
a big band and orchestra in the ’50s, ’60s 
and ’70s. You will hear anything from mari- 
achi to soul, R&B, funk, classic Motown and 
bebop to flamenco and fresh gypsy jazz. 
How long does daily bar prep take, and 
what does it entail? 

OEHRLEIN: It takes about two hours. We 
start by always squeezing fresh juice. We 
have a number of different house syrups 
that we use—i.e., turbinado, thyme, laven¬ 
der honey or just simple sugar—and each 
one plays an important role in making a 
cocktail the best it can be. Those are always 
being tasted and replenished. Many differ¬ 
ent garnishes are used, ranging from can¬ 
died ginger to pineapple leaves to water¬ 
melon. A Spanish-style sangria is always 
served, so that is usually being prepared. 

A lot of hard work goes into this bar 
every day, but it is all worth it when you 
make someone a cocktail. They take a sip 
and are forcing strangers to try their drink 
because it’s so good: ‘You have to try this!”

Hamburger Mary’s shows off on Pine Avenue 


T here aren’t too many places 
where the lunch options 
include a sandwich with a sexu¬ 
ally suggestive name and the 
bill is placed delicately inside a sequined, 
high-heeled pump. Then again, there aren’t 
too many places like Hamburger Mary’s, 
Long Beach’s most flamboyant—and larg¬ 
est—gay bar. 

More than just a watering hole that 
churns out generously poured well drinks 
in frosty schooners (which it does every day 
during happy hour), Hamburger Mary’s is 
also an LGBT nightclub, dinner theater and 
restaurant with a mammoth selection of 
grub for every diet and appetite. Since vacat¬ 
ing its original location on Alamitos Avenue 
and Broadway earlier this year—where 
it anchored the west end of the so-called 
“Gayborhood”—Mary’s now occupies prime 
real estate on Pine Avenue, where its nightly 
drag shows and go-go nights add vibrancy to 
downtown Long Beach’s straight scene. 

The move has also thrust Hamburger 
Mary’s onto the list of walkable locales for 
downtown’s office-dwellers, and the $6 
build-your-own-combo lunch special all but 
ensures booties occupy the seats of its new, 
cavernous entertainment space before 3 p.m. 

While more mellow during the daytime, 
it’s hard to escape the fact you are in a place 
that turns into a high-energy spot after sun¬ 
down. The flat-screen TVs rotate through 
the latest dance-music videos, the sound 
system bumps with pop throughout the ages 
(I’ve heard everything from Backstreet Boys 
to Lady Gaga), and the oversized disco ball 
silently spins above the dance floor, which is 
below the ground level and flanked by cock¬ 
tail tables. 

The frill menu is available during lunch¬ 
time, so Mary’s famously full array of 
burgers—from ostrich to turkey to organic, 
free-range patties—is always on the table; try 
any of them Mac Daddy-style, in which your 
burger is topped with macaroni and cheese, 
or Queen Mary-style, which means bacon

and Thousand Island dressing. However, 
the real deals lie on the one-sheet laminated 
lunch menu, which lays out the pick-two 
program in a series of variously sized circles. 

For $5.99, you get to choose one item from 
two categories, the list for each placed inside 
one of the circles. The smaller two circles 
are your basics: soup or chili in one, fries 
or a salad in the other. The larger circle is a 
parsed down selection of half-sandwiches 
and other handhelds such as the chicken 
ranch wrap and two mini burgers (which 
live up to their all-caps description of “SO 
CUTE AND YUMMY”). 

Despite their cheeky names, the Bird 
Cage of Paradise and the BL... T&A sand¬ 
wiches are the ones I find myself repeatedly 
ordering. The first is a warm turkey, bacon 
and avocado sandwich topped with melted 
cheese; the latter, a basic BLT topped with 
avocado to give it that perfectly perverted 
acronym. With a mix-and-match structure, 
the pick-two concept allows you to go big 
and hearty with a Reuben and fries or keep it 
lean with a soup and salad. 

As a new neighbor in the downtown 
landscape, Hamburger Mary’s is a cheap, 
casual, fun alternative to the relatively 
upscale lunches lurking on Pine Avenue. 
And it isn’t only open to members of the 
LGBT community; all are welcome to dine 
on the munchies here. And at the end of 
your meal, instead of getting a boring bill 
plopped unceremoniously on your table, 
don’t be surprised to pull your receipt from 
one of the restaurant’s many glamorous 
shoes—pantyhose not included.

Red beans and rice at Disneyland’s French Market 


D isneyland’s New Orleans 

Square is as authentic to New 
Orleans as the Jungle Cruise 
is to Africa—which is to say, 
not very. But the red beans and rice I ate 
recently at the French Market couldn’t 
have tasted more evocative of the balmy 
swamp city if Paul Prudhomme served it 
up himself. In Louisiana, the dish is often 
made with Sunday night’s leftovers—a 
low-simmered, one-pot meal that requires 
little effort but fills the gut for not much 
money. At Disneyland, it’s served every 
day at the French Market. 

As with most of Disneyland’s busiest 
eateries, the French Market is a cafeteria 
in which you line up with tray in hand, 
and food is slopped onto plates with little 
regard for presentation. But the red beans

and rice are different, downright immacu¬ 
late. In the deep-bottomed plate, the 
red beans—spiced to a lip-numbing but 
pleasant hotness, with pieces of andouille 
sausage mixed in—formed the base layer.

The Curry House Rules

Culinary mash-up The Hundred-Foot Journey is tasty enough

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L asse Hallstrom has become an 
expert at making mom-jeans 
movies, nonthreatening pictures 
in which headstrong women 
find love just when they think it’s too late 
(Once Around), take the upper hand with 
their cheating husbands (Something to 
Talk About) and turn small, French villages 
topsy-turvy by opening chocolate shops 
(Chocolat). But the tragedy (and the glory) 
of mom jeans is they’re kind of comfy, 
at least when they’re well-engineered. 
Hallstrom’s The Hundred-Foot Journey, 
in which the prim proprietress of a tres 
chic restaurant in the French countryside 
learns life lessons from a raucous family of 
Indian emigres, is almost embarrassingly 
enjoyable, despite the fact that—or maybe 
because—it’s ridiculous in a shiny, Holly¬ 
wood way. You don’t have to buy any of the 
picture’s goofy, fiddlehead-fern plot twists 
to enjoy Helen Mirren and Om Puri duking 
it out over which tastes better, coq au vin 
or tandoori chicken. There’s pleasure to 
be had in watching them fume, argue and 
ultimately make peace under the soft glow 
of a Michelin star or two. 

Puri’s Papa is the head of a clan that 
runs a successful restaurant in India until 
a tragedy sends it packing, first to England, 
and then to France. By accident, the family 
finds itself stranded in the almost cartoon- 
ishly picturesque town of Saint-Antonin- 
Noble-Val, and Papa—guided, seemingly, by 


mystical forces—decides it’s a good idea to 
put down roots and open a restaurant. He 
finds the perfect locale just 100 feet from 
the hugely successful, if staid, Le Saule 
Pleureur, run by the forbiddingly proper 
Madame Mallory (Mirren). 

Madame Mallory, in her classically 
tailored suits and silk scarves, doesn’t like 
it one bit when these people, whom she 
clearly views as stinky foreigners, string up 
lights, turn up the Bollywood soundtrack 
and open their vibrant, unapologetically 
ethnic establishment, Maison Mumbai, 
which infuses the neighborhood with 
an aroma of curry. But the restaurant is a 
breath of fresh air in the neighborhood, 
which only makes Madame Mallory more 
resentful. It doesn’t help that Papa’s eldest 
son, Hassan (Manish Dayal), is a truly 
gifted chef, a fact established in an early 
flashback scene showing the child Hassan 
gamely dip his finger into the pulpy cen¬ 
ter of a sea urchin. To further complicate 
matters, sparks appear to be flying, at least 
tentatively, between Hassan and Madame 
Mallory’s sous chef, Marguerite (Charlotte 
Le Bon), who not only wields a mean carv¬ 
ing knife, but has also been graced with eye 
of doe and cheek of peach. 

Hallstrom, working from Steven 
Knight’s adaptation of Richard C. Morais’ 
novel, ticks off all the boxes: This is a story 
about redemption and tolerance, about 
finding love at any age or stage of life, about 


the way cross-cultural ‘You got chocolate 
in my peanut butter” culinary fusion can 
bring us all closer as human beings. But it 
is, first and foremost, loaded with enchant¬ 
ing scenery and wicked food porn. Director 
of photography Linus Sandgren captures 
the south of France, its landscape dotted 
with those little pointy trees that look as if 
they should be growing out of decorated 
pots, in all its sun-soaked glory. And there’s 
a lot of food being prepared, plated and 
presented, in colors so amazing—the fiery 
orange-red of a tomato, the bushy green of 
a parsley garnish—they could incite stub¬ 
born toddlers to eat vegetables. 

The Hundred-Foot Journey gets a little 
sluggish in its last third, the part in which 
Hassan needs to prove himself—and then 
prove himself again— as a serious chef 
before he can find his true place in the 
world. But Dayal is an extremely appealing 
actor: He takes what might have been stock 
scenes—the moment in which Hassan 
defies his role as a dutiful Indian son; the 
moment in which the white girl rebuffs his 
tentative romantic overtures—and teases 
out their subtler undertones. 

It’s fun to look at beautiful young people 
such as Dayal and Le Bon, but in the end, 
it’s the old pros who really bring it. Puri and 
Mirren make an unlikely but wonderful 
match. Puri has to spend a great deal of the 
movie sputtering and fuming, but he still 
gives us a sense of this beleaguered patri¬ 


arch’s inner life. Papa is a widower who 
will never get over the loss of his wife, but 
Puri plays him as a man who can’t admit to 
himself that he’d still like more out of life 
than he’s getting. There’s a sidelong sadness 
in his eyes, evidence of the kind of vague 
loneliness you hold at arm’s length because 
to acknowledge it might keep you from get¬ 
ting out of bed in the morning. 

It takes a while, of course, for Mir¬ 
ren’s Madame Mallory to see Papa Puri 
for the gentleman of kindness and grace 
that he is. Mirren, now an unbelievable 
age 69, has always been equal parts regal 
and earthy, two qualities that would 
seem to be at war with each other. In The 
Hundred-Foot Journey, her more majestic 
traits come to the fore: Madame Mallory 
is too busy, too practical, too grown-up 
for sensory pleasures. But when she 
smiles—finally!—and the skin around her 
eyes crinkles in that amazing way, we’re 
reminded of how eternally, beautifully 
girlish Mirren is. Youth, supposedly, is 
wasted on the young, but Mirren hasn’t 
lost the recipe. She’s still cooking.

AND SO IT GOES And So It Goes, 
director Rob Reiner's timid, elder rom- 
com, concerns real estate agent Oren 
(Michael Douglas), who's first shown 
paying his respects at his wife's grave 
on her birthday—a gentle introduction 
that immediately neuters the subsequent 
portrait of him as an unrepentant jerk who 
likes to shoot lawn-crapping dogs with a 
paintball gun and treat prospective clients 
with racial/ethnic insensitivity. Oren's life is 
thrown for a loop when his former-addict 
son, Luke (Scott Shepherd), shows up and 
tells him that he's going off to jail and leav¬ 
ing Oren to care for the granddaughter, 
Sarah (Sterling Jerins), whom he never 
knew he had. If that sounds like a creaky 
means of kick-starting Oren's transforma¬ 
tion from prick to prince, it's not as clumsy 
as the attendant symbolic subplot involving 
Sarah studying caterpillars' metamorpho¬ 
sis. This science project is facilitated by 
Oren's neighbor Leah (Diane Keaton), a 
lounge singer who's prone to burst into 
tears during performances and who so 
quickly takes to Sarah that, only a day after 
the girl arrives, she's already calling Leah 
"Grandma." Oren's grumpiness and Leah's 
weepiness are presented as two sides of 
the same lonely widower/widow coin. In 
Sarah, Reiner (working from Mark Andrus' 
hoary script) offers his protagonists a 
vehicle for their renaissance, as the girl's 
arrival instigates a combination of cantan¬ 
kerous arguments and inelegant courtship. 
While Sarah expresses distaste for mayon¬ 
naise on her bologna sandwiches, Reiner 
seems to be a big fan of the condiment, 
slathering it across his camera lens to give 
the movie a soft-focus visual smeariness 
that goes hand in hand with its hazy plot¬ 
ting. As contrivances pile up, so too do the 
groans. The result is a lumbering attempt 
at sweet-and-saucy romance. (PG-13) 
NickSchager. Countywide. 

CHILD OF GOD If director/co-writer 
James Franco had retitled his adaptation 
of Cormac McCarthy's 1973 novel Child of 
God to A Man's Love for a Corpse, he'd 
have a more honest film on his hands—not 
to mention a purposefully campy one. But 
no such luck. Franco, his co-collaborator 
Vince Jolivette, and star Scott Haze appear 
to regard this outlandish outcast-against- 
the-world saga with utmost solemnity. 

As it stands, Child of God is brazenly, 
outstandingly bad, as vague, pretentious, 
and pointless as its sorry title. Set in rural 
Tennessee (but shot in rural West Virginia), 
Child of God tr\es to make a tragic antihero 
out of Lester Ballard (Haze), a mush¬ 
mouthed, rifle-toting redneck. A prologue 
shows him losing his dead daddy's house 
to a greedy landowner. But if there's a rea¬ 
son to care for this character, Franco and 
Jolivette haven't provided any explanation 
more substantive than "society neglected 
him." One night, he finds a couple copulat¬ 
ing in their car; he is caught masturbating 
near the car; he returns to find them dead 
from carbon monoxide poisoning; and he 
promptly defiles the deceased woman 
(Nina Ljeti) and makes her his secret 
trophy wife. In the most twisted take on a 
man's bonding with an inanimate object 
since Tom Hanks' love affair with Wilson 
the volleyball in Cast Away, Lester ends 
up with two carnival teddy bear prizes as 


his sole companions. They are alternately 
depicted as confidantes, voyeurs, and 
traitors (when, in the funniest scene, 

Lester shoots their feathered torsos to bits, 
on grounds of "treason.") Some may be 
moved by this impromptu execution; most, 
however, will deem Child of God god-awful.

GET ON UP In Tate Taylor's subtly extraor¬ 
dinary James Brown biopic Get On 
Up, Chadwick Boseman plays the man 
who, seemingly just by willing it to be 
so, became the Godfather of Soul. Get 
On Up isn't a perfect picture; there are 
moments of awkwardness, little gambles 
that don't quite pay off. But it's one of 
those experiments that's both flawed and 
amazing, a mainstream movie that fulfills 
old-fashioned entertainment-value require¬ 
ments, even as it throws off flashes of 
insight. Boseman, in this grand yet gently 
shaded performance, may not be playing 
the James Brown; he's probably playing an 
idea of James Brown, the amalgam of life 
and legend that Brown himself so carefully 
cultivated. But it's an idea that rings with 
integrity, and Boseman and Taylor touch 
upon many things that we know to be true. 
We see longtime collaborators like Maceo 
Parker (Craig Robinson) and Bobby Byrd 
(Nelsan Ellis) straining under his tyranny. 
We see Brown struggling with tax prob¬ 
lems of his own making and roughing up 
one of his wives, DeeDee (Jill Scott)— Get 
On Up isn't a hagiography. Taylor makes 
some extremely smart choices: Most nota¬ 
bly, he stops the movie's action now and 
then to have Boseman address the camera 
directly, always a risky proposition. In the 
first of these bracingly straightforward 
missives, Brown tells us, "You can bet your 
bottom dollar that every record you've got 
has a piece of me on it"—a not-so-veiled 
reference to his enduring influence and to 
the number of times he's been sampled, 
illegally or otherwise. Brown's message, 
channeled through Boseman, is that we 
made him what he is today, what he con¬ 
tinues to be from beyond the grave. (PG- 
13) Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

LUCY Scarlett Johansson has always 
seemed more human than human, her 
round lips and hips signaling something 
primordial to us cavemen huddled in the 
dark of the movie theater. How odd then 
that her last three films have reduced her 
to a robotic destroyer of men: as an oper¬ 
ating system in Her, a man-eating alien in 
Under the Skin, and now Lucy, in which 
an overdose of CPH4—the chemical that 
develops embryos in the womb—turns 
her into a blank-eyed assassin with 100 
percent mental control over her brain, 
as opposed to the 10 percent that merely 
allows us mortals to solve Rubik's Cubes 
and blast astronauts into space. Director 
Luc Besson must think the audience is 


operating with even fewer synapses. Here, 
his style is slick but hand-holdingly literal. 

In the opening when Lucy's boyfriend- 
of-the-week (Pilou Asbaek) forces her to 
deliver a briefcase to a Taiwanese gang¬ 
ster (Min-sik Choi), Besson edits in a shot 
of a mouse in a trap. When that gangster 
sews drugs in her stomach, he splices in 
a cheetah snapping the neck of a gazelle. 
Later, as the newly bionic Lucy seeks ven¬ 
geance, Besson even tries to convince us 
she's a strong female character, which to 
the majority of male action directors simply 
means a sexy, silent badass. The real 
females in the audience may wonder why 
a genius would limp across a multi-con¬ 
tinental gunfight in five-inch Louboutins. 
(Hey smarty-pants, wear sneakers.) 

There's enough mumbo jumbo about space 
and time and cellular division to allow Lucy 
to feign depth, but what lingers is Besson's 
regressive belief that even the most intel¬ 
ligent woman on earth can't figure out how 
to get her way without a miniskirt and a 
gun. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

A MOST WANTED MAN Philip Seymour 
Hoffman is an island of rumpled calm in 
Anton Corbijn's urgent A Most Wanted 
Man, a glum-out-of-principle espionage 
story based on a John Le Carre novel. 

The role demands that Hoffman be quiet, 
steady, occasionally frustrated, and that 
he hold secrets. This is the last film that 
Hoffman completed, and other than a few 
humane flourishes—a bleat of anger, a 
playful wave to a video monitor show¬ 
ing a prisoner flipping him off—he's a 
poker-faced riddle. It's our job to wonder 
whether he's a hero, a monster, or that 
pie slice of Venn diagram, where those 
possibilities overlap. Hoffman's whiskery, 
unknowable Gunther Bachmann is the 
leader of an encouragingly humane 
street-level counterterrorism squad in a 
stylishly miserable Hamburg. He seems 
a miserable schlump, with no home life 
to speak of, with only his work to throw 
himself into, with his soul ground down 
between conflicting forces beyond 
his control. The case that wears him 
down starts small. Issa Karpov (Grigoriy 
Dobrygin), a young Muslim man from 
Chechnya, enters Hamburg illegally with 
no identification except a letter entitling 
him to millions from an international bank. 
Bachmann wants to trail Karpov—might 
he use the money to fund terrorism? An 
immigration lawyer played by Rachel 
McAdams takes up Karpov's case, and 
a banker played by Willem Dafoe faces 
pressure from Bachmann to wear a wire 
and string Karpov along. Hoffman's scenes 
with Dafoe are wonderfully tense—here 
are two actors known for holding things in 
and then exploding, playing powerful men 
manipulating one another. Who will blow 
first? This is a complex tale superbly told. 
(R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide.

A Tale of Two 
Shakespeares 

A worthy pair of plays spans Orange County’s vast production chasm

A tale of two Shakespeare com¬ 
panies: one benefiting from 
an intimate relationship with 
the well-funded, respected 
UC Irvine theater department and has cre¬ 
ated one of the most striking performance 
venues you will ever see; the other a gypsy 
troupe that stages its plays outdoors and 
passes a collection basket during intermis¬ 
sion-after you’ve already paid for a ticket. 

But while the New Swan Shakespeare 
Festival and the Alchemy Theatre may dif¬ 
fer in terms of financial support, physical 
place and, some could argue, dignity (a 
collection basket, really?), the fact that each 
pulls off an enjoyable production proves 
that as long as you have a committed cast 
and space for people to stand, sit or lie 
down, theater can be produced anywhere. 

You just have to work a lot harder out¬ 
side to make it work. 

This is the third year the New Swan has 
held court in Irvine. Though a professional 
company, it is closely affiliated with UCI, 
thanks to artistic director Eli Simon being a 
theater professor there. Its New Swan The¬ 
ater is a 15-ton, portable, open-roofed mini- 
Elizabethan theater, basically a three-level 
cylinder made of steel and wood that can 
seat up to 130. With five separate seating 
areas, from on the floor to the balcony, each 
perch lends a different perspective, and the 
actors are never more than a few feet away. 

Of course, if your cast and production are 
shite, it doesn’t matter how innovative the 
physical setting is. Fortunately for Simon, 
who directs this production of Twelfth 
Night, his cast is more than capable. 

Set on a 1920s Hollywood sound stage, 
Orsino Studios, which lends a Keystone 
Cops-like vibe to the proceedings, Simon’s 
staging makes the show look and feel more 
accessible and intimate, but the life and 
vigor are supplied by his superb cast. Rare 
indeed is the Shakespeare production that 
doesn’t have a weak link somewhere. This 
ensemble of undergrads, graduate stu¬ 
dents and outside actors is one of them. No 
one misses a beat, from Colin Nesmith’s 
gloriously over-the-top Malvolio to Joshua 
Blair’s Buster Keatonish fool Feste to 
Rosemary Brownlow as the suffering-in¬ 
silence Viola. 

It’s intimate, hilarious and a top-notch 
production all around. 

The Alchemy Theatre, which launched a 
year ago, has a way to go to match the New 
Swan’s physical accouterments. Currently, 
it’s mounting The Taming of the Shrew at 
the amphitheater in Huntington Central 
Park and in the Fullerton College Sculpture 


Garden, basically a big lawn on the corner 
of Lemon and Commonwealth. 

For the Fullerton production, there’s no 
backstage area to speak of, no lights, seats 
(but for a couple of concrete benches) or 
amplification. It is theater reduced to its 
fundamentals: actors, an empty space and 
an audience. And what is striking about the 
company’s Shrew is that it works in spite of 
all that, as well as a couple of clunky direc¬ 
tor missteps. 

It’s already difficult to hear at times, 
thanks to the traffic. Director Jeff Lowe 
compounds that by typically keeping his 
actors at least 10 feet from the audience, 
instead of having them come down to the 
first row of chairs or blankets. Another 
questionable choice is including a seldom- 
produced prologue, in which a drunken 
sot named Christopher Sly basically 
dreams the entire play. It adds length to 
an already long play, and while, as Lowe 
writes in the program, it’s usually included 
to make the “misogynistic pill, which is 
Petruccio, a little easier to swallow,” it’s 
unnecessary—primarily because of the 
actors portraying Petruccio (Taras Wybac- 
zynsky Jr.) and, especially, Katherine (Can- 
dice Rochelle Berge). 

Yes, Petruccio starves, beats and humili¬ 
ates Katherine. But he does it with such 
a witty flair that you actually see his end¬ 
game—which is absolutely misogynistic, 
but absolutely effective in breaking through 
Kate’s defenses. And yes, Katherine does a 
180-degree role reversal, beginning the play 
as a fiery, headstrong, independent woman 


and ending it as nothing more than a femi¬ 
nine vassal for her lord. 

But here’s the rub: Berge is so committed 
to the transformation, particularly in her 
final speech, that it’s clear she hasn’t been 
physically or psychically beaten into submis¬ 
sion, but has chosen her station. There is no 
ironic wink to the audience from this Kate. 
She is wholly empowered and has made a 
choice, and if that choice nags contemporary 
liberated women and their emasculated men, 
then take it up with Shakespeare’s ghost. 

The New Swan already has a space that 
should be the envy of most companies in 
this county. Here’s hoping Alchemy can say 
the same someday—and that it tosses the 
collection basket. When you’re already ask¬ 
ing folks for $30 to see your show, it seems 
tacky to ask for additional donations. In 
fact, I’ll make you a deal—ditch the sham¬ 
ing offering, and I’ll mail you a check for the 
ticket I was comped.

Trash Your 
Make-Up 

I don't usually advocate throwing 
things away. But there is one category 
of goods that needs to be tossed on the 
regular: make-up. We truly do a disser¬ 
vice to our skin when we use the same 
make-up for too long; the money we 
save ends up giving us zits, blackheads, 
even infections.

Relaxed Rebels

Rebelution ride a wave of confidence into their latest tour

A rehearsal space adjacent to the 
Burbank airport is almost as 
far away as a band can get from 
the rigors of the road. It’s also 
miles away from the last big SoCal date we 
saw them play, strumming stoned eighth 
notes before a massive crowd at the Cali 
Roots festival in Monterey, with a sea of 
cute blondes in Jamaican beanies and smil¬ 
ing flip-flop-wearing college dudes shout¬ 
ing along to every lyric from the mouth 
of front man Erick Rachmany. Wherever 
Rebelution decide to tour, a relaxed tribe of 
faithful suburban reggaeheads are sure to 
follow. That includes their upcoming back- 
to-back stint at the OC Fair this weekend. 

When it’s time to take a break from 
their sweaty inner sanctum, its walls 
adorned by Jimmy Page and Eddie Van 
Halen posters, Rachmany and group mem¬ 
bers Rory Carey (keyboard), Wesley Finley 
(drums) and Marley Williams (bass) put 
down their instruments and head outside 
to grab a seat on a nearby bench as planes 
scream overhead. 

They act as though they’re old friends 
who haven’t seen one another in a long 
time—there’s good-natured ribbing, back- 
slapping and smiles. The members of 
Rebelution live up and down the California 
coast, from San Francisco to San Diego, but 
they have an intricate understanding of one 
another dating back to their college days. 

For their fourth studio effort, Count Me 
In (released June 10), Rebelution say, they 
used a variety of methods to craft their 


songs. They sometimes used soundchecks as 
impromptu jam sessions, usually resulting in 
a lot of their new riffs. Despite the physical 
distance between them during their off time, 
they’re still able to flesh out songs, some of 
which started as jams a few years ago. 

“We have so many shows per year that 
whenever we can try to build on new mate¬ 
rial, we do it,” Williams explains. “It can be 
like, 'Hey, remember that idea?’—and all of 
a sudden, Eric will have a bunch of lyrics, 
and we’ll put something together.” 

While prepping this record, Rachmany 
zapped song ideas to his band mates via 
email or other file-sharing methods as they 
came to him. The band members agree 
the making of Count Me In was less stress¬ 
ful than that of their earlier work. They 
recorded the album at two studios, includ¬ 
ing at the Florida studio of fellow reggae 
outfit Inner Circle. “We’re constantly 
learning how to be more comfortable than 
the last show or last album,” Rachmany 
says. “We went in and enjoyed ourselves 
without any deadlines. Being yourself is 
when magic happens.” 

Rebelution’s cult following started 
while they were students in Isla Vista. 
Formed in 2004, they would rigorously 
practice and hash out the songs that would 
become staples of their early years at a 
place they coined the Tiki Garage. Though 
they enjoyed playing shows and jamming 
together and had an overall good vibe 
about their musical direction, Rebelution 
were mindful of the importance of their 


education. By the time Rachmany, the 
youngest member, got his diploma in 2007, 
the others had quit their day jobs and were 
ready to move forward. From the outset, 
the group were all about the idea of giving 
their music away for free—something they 
still do today on their website—and relying 
on friends and word-of-mouth to spread 
their brand of California reggae. When¬ 
ever the guys play in their home state, 
they’re bombarded by requests for tickets 
and backstage passes. Though a minor 
annoyance at times, the members feel it’s 
the least they can do to thank their legions 
of early supporters and friends. 

One of Rebelution’s proudest moments 
came when they headlined the Santa Bar¬ 
bara Bowl last year. As longtime students of 
reggae, the group beam when Rachmany 
says they were able to play the same stage 
Bob Marley once graced. They rattle off 
the setlist and date of the show without 
flinching. “That was the goal back when 
we started,” Finley says. “It’s an Isla Vista 
band’s dream. The first time playing there 
was amazing, but being able to headline 
it and sell it out? It was something we’d 
talked about for years, and for it to happen 
was incredible.” 

As with their previous albums and EPs, 
Count Me In was released on the band’s 
87 Music label. They pride themselves on 
being a DIY operation, on being involved 
with everything from artwork to T-shirt 
designs to stage production. While they 
wouldn’t dismiss the idea of joining forces 


with a major label, they say they’d have to 
get the proverbial Godfather offer to even 
consider givingup the creative control and 
freedom they have now. “Rebelution have 
always been about people rallying around 
the energy, even if we didn’t have a big 
record label behind us,” Williams says. “We 
have so many people who have been with 
us since the beginning, and that grassroots 
commitment has been incredible.” 

As twilight begins to settle in, Rach¬ 
many looks at his watch, then at Williams, 
signaling it’s time to resume rehearsal. 
Their first shows of the tour are on every¬ 
one’s mind, their flight to Hawaii only a 
couple of days away. Rebelution’s mem¬ 
bers know there’s still some work to be 
done to ensure a tight performance. 

“It would be cool to be old dudes rockin’ 
the stage together someday and still just 
having as much fun,” Williams says. “But 
for now, we’re having a good time out 
there, and it’s only gettingbetter.”

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Festival Finagler 

How Marcus Haney snuck into Coachella 
and made a career out of it

I n 2010, Marcus Haney was your 
typical college kid with a lust to get 
to the core of any modern music- 
lover’s dream: the music festival. 

But unlike most people wanting to go to 
Coachella, Bonnaroo and the rest, Haney 
didn’t save for weeks to buy his event pass, 
then ride out to Indio with his buddies for 
a weekend of partying to Jay-Z and Muse 
in the audience. Instead, Haney rode out 
to Indio, jumped a fence when no one was 
looking, hid out in a Porta-Potty for eight 
hours and used a homemade photo pass to 
enjoy Coachella not from the audience with 
everyone else, but from behind the lens as a 
press photographer. 

He eventually parlayed his fake photo 
pass and press credentials into a way to 
sneak into multiple festivals over a couple of 
years. At one such event, he met Mumford 
& Sons, who took such a liking to Haney 
and his work they invited him to go on tour 
with them as their press photographer. 
Haney dropped out of USC film school one 
term shy of graduating so he could join one 
of the world’s biggest rock bands on tour. 

The footage he shot at festivals and on 
the road with Mumford & Sons has been 
edited into the full-length documentary No 
Cameras Allowed, which will air on MTV 
on Aug. 29. We sat down with Haney, now 
26 and living in Venice Beach when he’s not 
on the road, to talk about what it’s like to 
be the badass who realized his dream one 
amazing concert at a time. 

OC WEEKLY;T)zdyou start sneaking into 
concerts as a member of the press with the 
intent to become a music photographer? 
MARCUS HANEY: I never aspired to be a 
music photographer; I’ve always aspired 
to be a filmmaker. I mostly just wanted to 
hear music and used the camera as a prop 
to be there, as a decoy. Yes, now, after I got 


invited to go on a train across the country, 
tour with the band and shoot whatever I 
wanted, I thought, “Okay, this is a pretty 
cool career.” 

No Cameras Allowed is kind of like an 
Almost Famous for this generation, in that 
you sneak into the show and eventually 
make your way into the world of touring, 
chronicling what you encounter along the 
way. Have you ever seen that movie or met 
Cameron Crowe? 

Actually, I have not seen Almost Famous 
yet, but I have met Cameron Crowe. We’ve 
hung out before and traded multiple stories 
about the road. 

Let’s talk about touring with Mumford St 
Sons. What was that part of the journey like 
for you, to go on the road with such a popu¬ 
lar band? 

It was great, just pretty much surreal. I 
learned a lot, I gained an amazing family on 
the road, and I got to see a lot of the world. 
It was an incredible experience and still is. 
What are you currently working on? 

I just dropped a music video for the band 
Bear’s Den out of London. They’re good 
friends of mine and have an incredible 
album coming out. 

What’s next for you, personally and profes¬ 
sionally? Are you planning to go back to USC 
to finish your film degree, or do you have 
something else in mind? 

Finishing my degree is definitely not my 
first priority. Making more movies, travel¬ 
ing with bigger and crazier bands... I want 
to do more photography and film. 

What would be the ultimate show for you to 
get into, one that you have not done yet? 

I don’t think there is one. I think I’ve gotten 
into everything I’ve wanted to. As far as the 
future, it’s not just music. I want to get back 
to doing narrative films, scripted films. I also 
have some art-music documentary ideas 
that I’m exploring in the next year or so.

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Punk Potty Mouths 


I n the 16 years Johnny Rage has fronted the 
thrash-punk outfit DMF (which stands for, 
yes, Dirty Motherfucker), he has never felt 
more competent than he does with the group 
of musicians he's playing with right now. But 
that isn't saying much. 

Rage formed DMF with the intent of being 
bad to the point of notoriety. "I had these hor¬ 
rible players with me," he recalls of the early 
days. "We would purposely try to drive people 
out of the clubs ... but then people started to 
come just to see this band playing this outra¬ 
geous shit that was offending everybody." 

Even by scum-punk standards, DMF have 
a reputation for being the punk-rock version 
of 2 Live Crew. "DMF tunes are basically dirty 
jokes put to a fast-paced rhythm," Rage says. 
"A lot of our songs are about pussy—'cause, 
you know, guys like pussy, girls like pussy— 
everybody likes pussy. I'm not saying every 
girl will stay in the club while we're singing 
our songs—a lot of them walk out on us, and 
that's okay. It's just all for fun." 

With his D. Boon build, shiny shaved dome 
and pointy goatee, Rage could pass for a 
roadside strip-club bouncer. Onstage, he 
gives off the vibe of someone with whom you 
don't want to fuck. Still, it's clear he's work¬ 
ing hard to instill a party atmosphere, albeit 
a crude one, spouting lines such as "Funky 
motherfuckers, eat my ass!" and "Suck my 
dick, suck my cock, all night long; don't wanna 
hear you talk!" 

If you don't love it, you hate it to the point 
of exiting the club. That's the gamble you take

when you decide to stay past their sound 
check. That said, it's a safe bet that if you're 
in one of the scuzz-hole venues DMF typically 
play, this shit is hilarious to you. 

Lately, that scuzz-hole has been the 
Doll Hut in Anaheim, which hosted their 
Thursday-night residency in June. Overthe 
course of that engagement, DMF broke in 
their newest member, Ed Foster. "He's a 
bad motherfucker," Rage says, noting the 
enormous inspiration he and bassist Stoney 
Mahoney, whom Rage calls the first "real 
bassist" ever to play in DMF, have gleaned 
from the drummer. 

Now that their residency is up, the band 
plan to purchase a few new toys for their 
recording studio and track a record. 

"Music has become extremely disposable 
in this era," Rage says. "It's just as replace¬ 
able as the oxygen we breathe. Since there's 
no overhead for us, we give the music away 
for free. 

"If the recording level is below the quality 
that you want," he continues, "guess what— 
you get a free coaster."
